4.  What  emotions  do  you  believe  Jesus  was  feeling  towards  the  Pharisees  as  He  spoke  these 
words? 


5.  “Pride  blinds  us  to  our  sin.  Pride  leads  us  to  justify  ourselves  before  God  (Luke  16:15).  We 
think  of  ourselves  more  highly  than  we  ought  to  (Rom.  12:3).  Meanwhile,  we  bind  ourselves 
and  those  around  us  to  traditions,  ceremonies,  and  rules  that  have  not  been  expressly  laid 
down  in  the  Scriptures”  (Family  Worship  Bible  Guide).  Do  you  believe  that  devotion  to 
traditions  and  rules  not  found  in  the  Bible  can  harm  us  and  others  spiritually?  Why  or  why 
not?
